TO ALL TO WHOM THESE PRESENTS SHALL COME:

Pursuant to Article IV, Section 14 of the Texas
Constitution, I, William P. Clements, Jr., Governor of
Texas, do hereby veto H.B. 1044 because of the following
objections:

This bill would amend state law
regulating food service workers to require a
local health authority that administers food
service training to accept any training course
accredited by the Texas Department of Health
as sufficient to fulfill that authority's
requirements. This bill would eliminate a
municipality's prercgative to establish more
stringent standards for workers who handle
food than those standards approved by the
state. The state should not interfere with
local matters of this nature.

The Secretary of State shall take notice of this
action and notify the Legislature.
